If there are any so m:gnanimously 
sentimental as to commiserate England 
upon the prospective loss of her coal 
deposit, they can’ find an` object- on 
which tovexpand their emotion, more 
poetical and, on some accounts, equal- 
ly practieal, in the gradual disappear 
ance of our forest trees. Civilization, 
like wisdom, “hath, builded her house 
‘and hewn out ‘her seven pillars,” ‘but 
was influenced by wisdom no further, 
forishe took no pains to sustain the 
supply of material for the future. .“ It 
is lamentable” says the United: States 
census, report, ‘in view. of present 
ruthlessness, and the demands of pos- 
terity, to observe the utter disregard 
‘manifested by the American people not 
merely for the preservation of exten- 
sive groves, but the indifference which 
they exhibit for valuable trees, the de- 
struction of which is not necessary to 
good cultivation, and the existence 
whereof would not only add greatly to 
the value,of. their: property, but” con- 
tribute vastly to: health, the fertility of 
their farms and the comfort of their 
live stock. We have seen thousands 
of farms rendered Jess productive and 
of much. less intrinsic value by the dis- 
truction of timber, especially on their 
forth and west boundaries, where they 
protect. from the colds of winter, and 
others made unhealthy by removing 
barriers which nature had placed to the 
encroachments of miasma.” 

The principal cause of this reckless- 
ness is held to be a lack of appreciation 
of their absolute value by reason of 
their abundance in new settlements. 
The pioneer has a hard struggle with 
them in clearing up space enough, for 
his homestead, and his daily cares and 
labors are too onerous to permit him 
to take a statesmanlike view of the 
wants of the future. The Hon. C. C. 
Hutchinson, of Kansas, has been inter- 
esting himself in this snbject, and last 
week, in an essay before the New York 
Association for the promotion. of Sci- 
ence, he read an intereresting paper 
aavocating the planting of forests on 
tho prairies. 

Forests produce four great practical 
results : 
sle- [hey regulate the climate -and 
the seasons. Wherever a section of 
country is protected by the woods the 
climate is warmer than on open lands. 
They not only protect from the cold 
winds, -but they absorb heat and ma- 
terially -affect the temperature. Their 
mean temperature is said to be 54 de- 
grees, or 22 degrees above the freezing 
point To their absence can undoubt- 
edly be attributed the increasing dura- 
tion of, Eastern winters, and experi- 
ments have shown that they bave a di- 
rect inflaence upon the freezing of the 
ground and contiguous water. They 
are also absorbents of moisture, and to 
their absence the severe droughts. in 
barren countries have been. directly 
traced. 2. Forests improve barren 
soils by the decomposition of vegetable 
matter and their constant deposits of 
fertilizing layers. 8. They invite the 
presence of birds, on whom alone the 
farmer. can depend for destroying the 
insects. enemies of his crops. The no- 
tion that birds are to be feared, rather 


than the thousands of locusts, grass- 
hoppers. and numerous kinds of de- 
 Stractive pests, is being rapidly drop- 


ped from-even. the rudiments of agri- 
cultural education, and the presence of 
trees to invite and support them is now 


looked upon by those in older. settle- 


ments where woods have been cut off, 
as a necessity felt more and more eve- 
ry year. The banishment of the b ack- 
bird, the ‘sparrow ‘and the martin is 
almost invariably followed by the. in- 
vasion of the grasshopper, the- cater: 
pillar, the beetle and the grubworm. 
4. The presence of forests on the prai- 
ries is essential to the. cultivation of 
fruit. They alone can protect. the 
yonng @.ichards from the fierce prairie- 
winds and the blasting storms. The 
rearing of the best horses and of sheep 
also requires the tame and tender 
grass, which, as well as the groves 
from the sweeping winds of the plains 

Important as forests are for agricul- 
ture, for fuel, for building , purposes, 
ninety-five per cent. of the public domain of 
the United States is absolutely without trees. 
Said Mr. Hutchinson: | 

“ [llinois-is called ‘The Prairie State, 
and atleast nine-tenths of its surface 
is treeless, while Southern Wisconsin, 
‘Southern Minnesota, Iowa, North Mis- 
sour, and Hastern Kansas and Nebras: 
ke have even a less proportion of tim- 
ber. And how much territory, think 
you, is included in that one sentence? 
Whby,.a country larger than all New 
England and the Middle States meas- 
ured off together! Yet we have but 
just opened the door and stepped upon 
the threshhold of the treeless portions 
of the Republic. North to the British 
possessions, south to the Gulf and 
State of Mexico, and westward’ to the 
Pacific they stretch, vast, illimitable,” 

Of the pineries he remarked: 

“Were the pine forests around. the 
great lakes to be swept. from the earth 
to-night, the prairie States. would. stop 
in their career of improvement as sud- 
denly as did Lot’s wife in her journey 
toward the mountains. I will not con- 
fuse you with an array of figures, for 
figures prove nothing unless studied 
and compared; but I doubt not that 
one-half of all the fencing built last 
year in the prairie States was. of pine 
boards; and nearly all the good dwell- 
ings, “stores, bridges, churches, etċ., 


erected were built wholly or in part of 


ne vee FEO iS: 
-i In thirty years, certainly not- more 
than fifty, the supply oftimber in ‘the 
United States, unless forests are plant- 
ed, will be exhausted ; that is to such 
an extent as to put.it out of the market. 
While, then, we have a career of pros- 
terity opening up to us, it is best to 
consider how we may. not only be able 
to meet the. demand now, but in the 
future. It is mot onl£ incumbent upon 
every farmer in the country, in the 
prairies, in the middle States and in 
New England to plant trees in order 
i to meet this fast approaching crises, 
but we cannot afford to neglect it here.

There is no estate so rich that it can- 
not be squandered, on legacy so mu- 
nificent. that it cannot. be exhausted. 
Thirty years—half a century even—is 
a fleeting moment. Thirty or fifty 
years ago the country east of the Hud- 
son was a wilderness. The scenery 
of this lake region, east, north and west, 
its unbroken wildness and its verdure 
terminated only by the shores of these 
inland seas, is still a vivid picture to 
many men now living. In thirty years 
more it and all the other forests tracts 
of the country will cease to supply the 
wants of man unless other trees. are 
growing in place of them.
